Summary of reasons for decision: 

Mirrors was originally examined as a 35mm film by the Office of Film and Literature 
Classification (OFLC No. 801493 registered on 27 August 2008). It was classified 
"Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have 
attained the age of 16 years" and assigned the descriptive note "Contains violence, offensive 
language and content that may disturb". The feature on the DVD is substantially the same as the 
film previously classified. 

The additional content in the unrated feature on the DVD briefly extends some of the stronger 
scenes. This, plus the other components, in the form of deleted and alternate scenes, a 
documentary, and a piece on the making of the feature do not provide grounds to alter the 
classification given to the original publication.
